Goebel Fugitives Report¬ 
ed To Be Prosperous 


At a conference held with Gov. Beck- 
barn at Owensboro yesterday Adjt. Gen. 
Murray recommended the withdrawal 
of the militia from Hopkins county, the 
object for which the troops were called 
out having been accomplished. A formal 
recommendation to this effect will be 
made, and the militia will depart about 
Wednesday. The lawless element has 
transferred Its operations to Webster 
county, where two union miners were 
wounded In an encounter wMth non¬ 
union men._ _

tion information concerning the w’here- 
abouts of John L. Powers and former 
Representative Berry Howard, both of 
whom are fugitives and are wanted for 
alleged complicity In the murder of 
William Goebel. 

Hinkle Is the man who arrested John 
Powers some months ago. The prison¬ 
er was immediately turned looye, how¬ 
ever, by the County Judge of Knox 
county, and Hinkle now says R would 
be useless to arrest either of the two 
men, for they would be given their free¬ 
dom In the courts of any of the moun¬ 
tain counties, despite the fact that they 

are under indictment.

John Powers Is Teaching School. 

"John Powers has opened a law 
school at Ml. Pleasant, In Harlan coun¬ 
ty," said Hinkle. "He has several gorin’ 
to him. and the folks In the neighbor¬ 
hood say he is doing pretty well. He 
goes well armed, but makes no effort 
to hide himself. He rides over and vis¬ 
its his father and mother in Knox 
county, every once in a while. John’s 
got a right good practice In the couTta. 
too, and he’s not loaln* sleep.

Berry Howard la Prospering. 

"Berry Howard Is still livin' up on 
Straight creek. In Bell county. Berry’s 
k»ggtn* and Is mattn* money. He don*t -f- 
take no chance on being arrested by 
any stranger, though. He carried two 
bulldogs and a Winchester with him 
all the time, and Berry’s a good shot, 
too." 

’’Why don’t you arrest them?" was 
asked. 

*Blg Bill" smJled, gave several draws 
at his pipe, and said: 

"Why. feller. I ain’t a Deputy Sher¬ 
iff no more. It was a peculiar aort of 
a thing to me, somehow r*r other, but 
lust after I arrested John Pcwers, Sher¬ 
iff Rees, of Knox county, discharged 
me, and I’ve been out of a Job ever 
since. Some folks say It was politics, 
but. anyway. I lost my place the next 
day after I made that arrest. You know. 
Sheriff Rees, he’s a Republican."

PEACE RESTORED IN HOPKINS 

AND TROOPS MAY BE WITHDRAWN 

Adjutant General Makes This Recommen¬ 
dation In a Conference With the 
Governor. 


Owensboro. Ky.. Oct. 13.—[Special.]— 
Adjt- Gen. David R. Murray came to 
Owensboro this afternoon, where he had 
a conference with Gov. Beckham, who 
came here last night, and at whose In¬ 
stance Gen. Murray came this after¬ 
noon The state of affairs at Madlson- 
vllle was discussed, and to-night the 
Adjutant General prepared and mailed 
a recommendation to the Governor that 
the troops be withdrawn from Madl- 
sonville and Hopkins county. 

Gen. Murray states that the object 
for which the troops were sent to Madi- 
sonville has been accomplished; that 
order has been restored; the arms of 
both the mine owners and operatives 
have been surrendered, and each side 


put upon its honor to maintain peace. 
He says that aside from questions of 
honor no further trouble is expected, 
for the reason that If it should occur 
the side that precipitated It would suf 
fer because of the force of public senti 
ment which would operate against It. 

Gen. Murray will return to Madison 
villc to-morrow morning. It Is expect 
ed that Gov. Beckham w’lll adopt the 
recommendation, and will order the 
withdrawal of the troops some time 
this week. While nothing definite could 
be learned, the troops will, no doubt 
be sent from MadlaonvlUe about Wed¬ 
nesday. Gov. Beckham will be here a 
day or so yet with Mrs. Beckham. They 
are the guests of Mrs. Beckham s pa¬ 
rents, Mr. and Mrs. J A. Fuqua.

Foxall 
secured a shotgun and went In pursuit 
being joined by others, who chased 
them into the union camp. Foxall 
keeps a boarding-house for miners, and 
2,2 hl * Orders are nonunion men. 
The Forsythes claim they were first 
fired upon from the house and that they 
replied.

Owing to a report that the union men 
sr* going to try to close down th* Proy- 
V r c * m,n * ^-morrow, the Sheriff of 
Webster county has gone there with a 
posse to see that those who wish to 
work shall have protection.

Brothers Shoe Company of this city, 
and head of the great shot? trust, re¬ 
alized to-day for the first time In 
twenty long years, full freedom from 
the menace of a deeply-hidden secret 
and the Insistent threats of a coterie 
of blackmailers who have been pursu¬ 
ing him relentlessly for nearly a quar¬ 
ter of a century. 

Twenty-five years ago Mr. Wolfe, 
wore the garb of a convict and labored 
at shoemaking In the Indiana State 
Prison South. To-day he is one of the 
largest employers of labor In Columbus, 
the head of one of Its most extensive 
and thriving Industries, and enjoys an 
honorable standing In the business 
community of the country, Twenty 
years ago he tramped Into Columbus 
with a cobbler’s kit on his back; to¬ 
day his personal fortune exceeds $500,- 
000 . 

Mr. Wolfe’s father died when he was 
but a boy, and at the age of thirteen 
he w’as forced out Into the world to 
aid his mother. His early years were 
a dreary stretch of monotonous toll 
and hardship. His first work wus that 
of driving mules on a canal; then he 
became a boy before the mast of a 
coaster, then a helper to the cook of a 
Louisiana Lumber Company, picked 
cotton for awhile In Texas, and finuily 
opened a restaurant In HunniweU. I.

After a brief preamble, stat¬ 
ing that It Is the divine mission of the 
church to be a mediator, the resolution 
continues: 

Resolved, the House of Bishops concur¬ 
ring. That a Joint commission of both 
houses, to consist of’three bishops, three 
presbyters and three laymen, be appoint¬ 
ed (the bishops In such manner as the 
House of Bishops shall determine and the 
other members by the president of this 


house) as a standing commission upon the 
relations of capital and labor, whose duty 
it shaJI be: 

First, to study carefully the alms and 
purposes of the labor organizations of our 
country; second. In particular, to inves¬ 
tigate the cause of Industrial dlsturb- 

• m V ari8 J- ; and . lhird . ^ how 
themselves in readiness to act as arb*- 
trators. should ihelr services be desired 
between the men and their employers! 

to bringing about mutual 
concHtaUdn and harmony In the spirit of 
the Prince of Peace. 

Resolved.That the said commission shall 
make report of its proceeding* to ihe 
General Convention. 

Reaolved. That it Is desirable that the 
above-named commission should be 
named by reappointment every three 
years.

Question of Control. 

It has been said that the Kuhn-Loeb 
control of the Northern Pact fie—assum¬ 
ing that It 1# a control—lies In the owtu 
ership of a majority of the preferred 
stock, and that this stock can be. and 
is likely to 1 k\ retired at par on January 
1 next. But the Kutm-Loeb party main¬ 
tains that only the Northern PaclUo 
"Company," not any Board of Direc¬ 
tors. oan take this action, and that a# 
matters stand* they—the Kuhn-Loeb 
people—run the company. 

The intrinsic weakness of the Union 
Pacific |x^sktlot) is, however, the legal 
difficulty that will t?onfront them In an 
Attempt to permanently*finance and se¬ 
cure thr-ir Northern Pacific holdings.

Individuals they can carry the stock Tor 
an Indefinite period In bank loans, but 
os a railroad company they meet th# 
provisions of the statutes of the Norih- 
w est cm States forbidding one compet¬ 
ing railroad to own or manage an. 
other. 

The plan which the Union Pacific In¬ 
terest undoubtedly had in mind war th# 
issue of Union Pacific convertible bond# 
against the Northern Pacific preferred 
but the discovery* W“as madt? that 
Hueh shares could not be deposited a# 
collateral security for the proposed 
bond Issue. Here, therefore, is a situa¬ 
tion which may be ono of harmony, 
but which looks more like one uf con¬ 
fusion with neither party to It st all 
sure of the outcome. 

• • • 

Litigation May Be Expected. 

Two general conslderatlonsought to b« 
borne In mind, moreover, regarding the 
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the plfin, and !t In probably a legal one. 
but It oan hardly be expected that It 
will not be attacked and have to light 
Its way through the courts. Sicondly, 
the Investing public will certainly be 
much more hesitant about extending 
support to such a scheme than they 
would have been last spring. Details in 
support of this conclusion ought to be 
unnecessary. 

Nor can It be said that the story tha 
the Union Pacific Interests have sold 
their Northern Pacific shares and taken 
St. Paul common in exchange 1» a t*roo- 
ahle one. it would mean the entire 
abandonment of the purpose which the 
Union Pacific Interests had originally 
in mind, namely, the control of the Bur¬ 
lington. The Chicago. Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railway Is in m »vn#e a rall- 
wuy competing with the Union Pacific 
and could not be valuable to it as a 
mere adjunct, for the lines of the two 
systems touch each other at but a few 

i points. , 

Everybody who should be Informed 
concerning the supposed "d* al“ declar¬ 
ed last week thaf tne story was totally 
without foundation. A more likely mat¬ 
ter Is that the upward movement in 
prices at the week's end was plain, old- 
fashioned manipulation largely ciU:'‘ct- 
«d against a heavily oversold mimeet, 
but with the main purpose In .view of 
establishing a higher level on which 
stocks could be more profitably dis¬ 
posed of. 


Few Developments In the Week. 

Despite the Wall street whirl, there 
Vere few* real important develop* 
roents in the financial world during the 
last seven days. General business and 
industrial conditions remained un¬ 
changed. The money situation is tem¬ 
porarily easier, ns it often is in October, 
but It still stands ns a menace, never¬ 
theless. to any prolonged speculation 
for a rise In stocks; and It would seem 
to preclude the Immediate inaugura¬ 
tion of any very notable scheme of 
high finance. The Treasury doors of 
jellef have closed, though redemption 
of bonds still keeps up, these being 
mostly the straggling otter* made from 
a distance by wire, or letter, in the last 
days of September; and It can hardly 
be expected that Mr. Gage will renew 
his bond purchase if it Is found that 
Wall street bankers merely take ad¬ 
vantage of the fact to expand their 
loans. 

The great foreign national banks are 
husbanding their resources, as they 
have need to do, for the end of the year, 
and drains upon them by us. save 111 
dire necessity, will cause trouble which 
will react here unpleasantly. The rise 
in the price of bar gold in London find 
the course of Paris-London exchange 
during the week can point to no other 
fact than that for some purpose France 
Is making ready to curtail her vast 
credits In the London markets. Cer¬ 
tainly there Is something here for 
American speculators to consider. The 
Southern planters arc still holding their 
cotton, and wheat exports, as well as 
those of merchandise in general, show a 
declining tendancy. This makes com¬ 
mercial bills of foreign exchange scarce, 
and the surprisingly Urge buying of 
exchange In remittance of foreign loans 
paid off In this market has ltrted the 
exchange market far away from the 
gold Import level. 

• • • 

A Time For Prudence. 

All these factors make for conser¬ 
vatism in matters financial; and it Is 
fair to say that advice of this character 
Js that which is alone heard at this 
time in our most important banking 
houses. It cannot be denied that rail¬ 
road earnings show an inclination to 
decrease while the reports of the great 
commercial bureau are that soin 0 
slackening Is observable In the activity 
of general business. Two more indus¬ 
trial companies made bad yearly show¬ 
ing last week. The United Fruit Com¬ 
pany showed surplus earnings of only 
113.000 as against 3450,000 last year and 
announced a bond Issue; while the 
American Bicycle Company showed 
earnings of but $350,000 on $36,500,000 of 
stock and states that many of Its fac¬ 
tories had been closed. On the other 
hand the Western Union Telegraph 
Company made one of the best annual 
reports In Its history, which must have 
been exceedingly gratifying to the very 
large number of smull Investors who 
hold the stock. 

The Government's last monthly re¬ 
port of the condition of the corn crop 
made the condition worse than was ex¬ 
pected. and the lowest ever known In 
October. The corn acreage harvested Is 
expected to show a reduction on account 
of the large quantity of corn plowed 
ujf. It seems that even the poor indl- 
llons already afforded of the corn yield 
are not bad enough for the facts. This 
leads to the Just. If unpleasant, necessi¬ 
ty of reciting the w idespread disapprov¬ 
al with which the action of the Atchison 
directors in placing the common stock 
of their road upon a 4 per cent, basis 
was received The Atchison road is now 
putting out $1,000,000 more In dividends 
each year than the Pennsylvania rail¬ 
road. and nearly twice as much as St. 
Paul and Northwestern roads. This Is 
more like the dividend policy of a new - 
formed industrial concern than that of 
n eonservutively-managed railway; and 
it must Injure the value of the adjust¬ 
ment bonds and other properties of the 
Atchison Company. 

• • • 

Congress May Cause Slump. 

There Is another consideration, In ad¬ 
dition to those already mentioned, that 
is Inducing Important and substantial 
Interests to preach caution at this time. 
It Is not one that is very frankly or 
openly adverted to; but Is the fear of 
unpleasantness for the stock market 
of a political origin when Congress 
meets., Reference is not made here to 
any of the stories of friction between 
President Roosevelt and Republican 
leaders, or lo any courses which the 
President muy see fit to adopt, 
but to the programmes which 
are openly urged by the large and In¬ 
fluential sections of the Republican par- 
ty. There seems to be real enthusiasm 
in the party over the scheme of reci¬ 
procity treaties with foreign nations, 
and the suggestions of this nature rath¬ 
er vaguely made by the late President 
have been popularly expanded to great 
lengths. 

It would be Idle to detiytfhnt events 
In the financial world since the lust ses¬ 
sion of Congress have enormously weak¬ 
ened the argument for a continuance 
of a protective tariff In many lines of 
Industry, and have increased the pre¬ 
texts for a general assuult upon 
“trusts** and corporations that do not 
publish full and Intelligible statements 
of their earning and business. Neith¬ 
er Is it Improbable that the proposed 
measure, known as the Cullom Bill, giv¬ 
ing to the Interstate Commerce Com¬ 
mission power to enforce railroad 
freight rates, will be taken up and 
pressed with a vigor not before accord¬ 
ed to It. The visit of the Minnesota 
millers to President Roosevelt last 
Thursday, complaining of the discrimi¬ 
nation exercised by the railroads 
against them, was significant

BOER SOLDIER 


Karl Aiple Tells of Life 
Under Joubert. 


FOUGHT AGAINST THE ENGLISH 


HARDSHIPS OF LOUISVILLE 
MAN CAPTURED AT JO¬ 
HANNESBURG. 


EFFECTS A THRILLING ESCAPE 


Karl Aiple, of 521 Seventeenth street, 
can tell much about fighting in the 
Boer army, and about how the British 
soldiers treat the Boer prisoners. Aiple 
has Just returned from South Africa, 
where he fought In the Boer army. Six 
weeks in an Euet London prison Is one 
of the experiences of hie soldier life. 
He fought In many of the Important 
battles, and served part of the time 
under the famous Joubert. 

Aiple is a German twenty-eight years 
old. He formerly lived in Louisville, 
but left this place four or five years 
ago. Being posseted of a roving dis¬ 
position, by 18149 he had become a pri¬ 
vate in the German colonial army In 
East Africa. In October of that year 
he and many of the privates of the 
German colonial force? Joined that di¬ 
vision of the Boer army commanded 
by Gen. Koch. Their first big engage¬ 
ment wap the buttl? of Splonskopp. Hers 
Aiple was wounded slightly in the leg. 
His next engagement wap at Dundee, 
where he was again slightly wounded. 
Next he fought with Koch at Lalng’a 
Nek. Then he was sent to Cole*burg 
under the command of Gen. Joubert, 
and, after that, followed several months 
of bushwhacking, filled with small bat¬ 
tles and night attacks 
• « • 

He Is Captured. 

It wan at Johannesburg that the (»er- 
man-Amerlcan again faced the British 
In a big battle. He escaped without a 
scratch the first battle, but in the sec¬ 
ond he became detached from his com¬ 
pany and was captured. 

Aiple says that after he was treated 
like a dog after his capture. He says 
that several hundred prisoners, many 
of whom were women, were placed 
aboard catle cars and started on their 
journey toward East London. The trip 
required fourteen days and he declares 
that everybody suffered for food. The 
women were without »lothes. wretched 
and instead of sympathy, they received 
blows and curses from the guards.

The Louisville man says that he will 
never forget his prison experience. 
Hunger and thirst were dally exper¬ 
iences. How he escaped sounds like a 
story of olden times. For days and 
nights he Thought only of escape.

That night when It was dark and cold 
he stole forth.

When he thought 
that he was dear of tl.c soldiers and 
hope was returning to him he suddenly 
came fu.ee to face with a man wearing 
the uniform of his captors. In a mo¬ 
ment Aiple formed a plan.

Before the words were fairly out back 
came the answer. “Who goes there.” 

Aiple thought that he was face to 
face with an English sentinel.

THREE NEW GUSHERS

There Are Now Sixty-Nine Oil Wells 
On Spindle Top In the Beau¬ 
mont Region. 


Beaumont. Tex., Oct. 13.—Three new 
gushers have been added to the list of 
welts on Spindle Top. The Hogg-Swayne 
syndicate’s No. 4 came In late last 
night.

THE LECTURE OF MR. GORDON. 


The Rev. James Morris Gordon last 
night delivered his lecture entitled “The 
Hidden Man of the Heart” to a most 
Interested audience at the First Chris¬ 
tian church. In this city, having filled 
the pulpit in that church also at the 
morning service. Mr. Gordon Is a man 
of commanding presence, tall, vigorous, 
and graceful. HI* voice is full and so¬ 
norous; he is skilled in rhetoric and his 
lecture abounds in poetic figures, while 
bis language Is easy, vivid, and force¬ 
ful. Mr. Gordon was born at Char¬ 
lottesville, Va., which he still calls his 
home, though he at present holds the 
chair of English nt South Kentucky 
College. Hopkinsville, having been a 
teacher for many years. 

In Introducing his lecture Mr. Gordon 
said thnt he did not think that the man 
who really preaches ever lectures. He 
may advertise a lecture, but. if he 
be really a preacher, It will prove a ser¬ 
mon in the end. He called attention to 
the fact that the title of the lecture was 
a Bible title, meaning the real man, 
not the man as he seemed or pretended 
to be. 

What Is it that makes the hidden 
man of the heart, asked the speaker. 
Was It not a w'onderful thought that 
In this whole city, this great aggrega¬ 
tion of people, there uhould be no one 
who really knew* the deepest heart of 
any other person. Every man. every 
woman, every child, even, carries deep 
within his heart a core of personality 
that no man knows but himself and 
God. The question what makes this 
hidden man of the heart, ne was glad 
lie did not have to answer. It hnd been 
answered by the wisest man who ever 
lived, the wisest who ever will live—for 
so runs the prophecy. Solomon told us 
what it Is that makes the hidden man 
of the heart when he said: “As a man 
thlnketh In his heart so Is he.** The 
word “thlnketh” did not have the 
meaning we ordinarily apply to 
thought. Solomon meant as a man 
lmagineth. Thnt whs the meaning of 
the word in the original. As a man Im¬ 
agines, so Is he; or. as a man’s line of 
thought is, so Is he. For every man 
has hi? particular line of thought. In 
that accustomed ilne of thought Is the 
very citadel of our true selves. More¬ 
over, we all become the character* we 
play. His father had told him an anec¬ 
dote of the elder Booth that illustrated 
this fact in a forceful way. Then the 
speaker told how the actor betaihe so 
Identified with his great part of 
Rirhard that once, in the fight with 
Richmond, when a new man was play¬ 
ing that part. Booth ran his sword 
through him. But It was the act of 
Richard, not of Booth, whose identity 
was lost in that of Richard III. So. 
too, the truth was Illustrated In the 
character of Edwin Booth. Hamlet was 
considered his great character, but Ed¬ 
win Booth w'as by nature more nearly 
Identified with the leading part In “The 
Fool’s Revenge.” So powerful w*as the 
Influence of this impersonation upon 
himself that he was forced to abandon 
the part of the “Fool" lest he should 

become In fact a fool. 

• • • 

Character and the Face. 

One not only becomes the character 
he plays, but it becomes reflected in his 
face. It is because of this that we gain 
our first Impressions of those we meet, 
which la the instinctive effort of each to 
tfrognise the hidden man In the heart 
of the other. In wuklng hours a man 
may succeed in concealing on his f« a- 
tures the reflection of this inner man; 
he may so steel his eye and train his 
fnce that he will succeed ri hiding h s 
real character from .lew. He may do 
this while awake, but in his sleep his 
features will r-rtainly reflect the hidden 
man In the 

This lei ?Jr Gordon to speak of the 
utter futility of trying to lead two lives, 
which, ne said, wai nowhere so well 
Illustrated as in Stevenson ? “Dr. Jekyl 
and Mr HvUe,” wolch he called a great 
spiritual allegory and the strongest lay 
sermon that was ever preached. Very 
graphically Mr. Gordon outlined the 
story and gave a vivid and realistic de¬ 
scription of he hornble catastrophe. 
He explained that the allegory In which 
Stevenson described the transformation 
of a good man Into one utterly evil was 
no strange case. How many young men 
in this cily Lj-n!ght he asked, are be¬ 
coming Edward Hydes? Speaking of 
the danger from certain books, he said 
but ten cents will buy enough poison to 
damn a human soul. 

But, while thoughts of low* things 
would degrade and brutalise, thoughts 
on high things would uplift and spirit¬ 
ualize. Their traditions, their imagin¬ 
ings, made the stern character of the an¬ 
cient Homans, who learned in their 
cradles that they were sons of the War 
God. They were taught that they were 
and must ever be masters, conquerors; 
and so their legions marched victorious 
through the world. Then the speaker 
took an illustration nearer home. He 
said: 

“I speak id one whose ehuracter we 
would all do well to Imitate—of the 
Southern gentleman of ante-bellum 
days. Where did he get that sense of 
chivalry, that eense of honor which felt 
a stain like a wound, that unbought 
grace of life which ennobled ail It 
touched and under which vice Itself 
lost half Its evil by losing all lLe» gn*ss- 
n« w*. It was the effect of Imagination. 
In his veins ran the blood of the Cava¬ 
lier*. the noblest bl od that has come 
to thl? land He had a st.indard to up¬ 
hold. and In the day of battle how glori¬ 
ously did he maintain It I" 

• • • 

A Common Country. 

Mr. Gordon .spoke or the glorlep of 
Southern arms, and added: 'I know no 
South, no North, no East, no West, but 
only our common country. For me* Ma¬ 
son’s and Dixon’s line la but a s-ur 
net**-?? the breast of our land, testifying 
to the glory ; ,f American arms'* Be 
f, poke °* t . he 1 Grand Army of the Repub¬ 
lic and Joined its member? in their 
tribute to their dead comrades But 

inil'wouliJ r.'( bWn ln lh * SouthUnd. 

*Jul would not forget or liavo lil» clill- 


dren forget that they, too, had a grand 
army. Then he s-ahl: 

“I believe that w hen Fame ahull sound 
her last trumpet note and summon all 
earth's heroes to puss before her in grand 
review, that she may choose her own 
body-guard of immortal?, a gray-beard¬ 
ed man In An old elourh hat will march 
In the van.and lead the battalions; and 
on his right will ride the man. with 
head oft bared and eye uplift, who stood 
a wall of strength against which the 
tides of battle beat In vain; and on his 
left will be he who on Shiloh’s bloody 
plain poured forth his young life, a rich 
oblation on his country's soil.” 

It needed not to call the names of 
Lee. Jackson and Johnston for Mr. Gor¬ 
don's auditors to knpw that he spoke 
of the*® three heroes. 

After raying that had Stevenson lived 
he would have drawn the other side uf 
the picture of “Dr. Jikyl and Mr Hyde.” 
the speaker described Hawthorne's al¬ 
legory of “The Great Stone Face,” and 
showed how Ernest? likeness to the 
face was another illustration of the 
truth that, “as a man thlnketh. In his 
heart, so Is he.’* 

The lecture closed with a swift sur¬ 
vey of the downfjll of the nations. Who 
-*ha*ll lead iu*? England holds the scejt. 
ter in a palsied hand The African tiger 
has bitten deep Into the lion’s neck. To 
whom shall this sorpter rnme? Already 
It has come to the Btmjamln among na¬ 
tion*. But ns we push forward our ship 
of state we shall we the glimmer of 
many false, misleading lights. There Is 
but one light by which the mariner may 
steer that ship: It is the gleam from 
the face of our risen and glorified Lord.

AMERICANS RAPIDLY TURNING 
TO EUROPEAN PLAN. 


Hotel Proprietors Welcome the Shift 
In Public Sentiment—What 
It Means. 


“The American people are certainly 
going daft over the European plan of 
living at hotels.” said Clerk Gresham of 
the Galt House last night as he assign¬ 
ed a half dozen travelers to the latter 
plan. “And I can’t blame them,” he 
continued. “It Is the only way to live. 
Besides, the hotels make more money 
out of that plan than they do by the 
American. You take the average man 
w'ho stops on the American plan. lie 
goes Into the dining room, picks up a 
a bill of fare and orders half the dishes 
he finds. The order usually Includes 
three or four and sometimes five meats. 
He eats one, tastes the others and they 
are spoiled. It Is the same way with 
side dishes and pastry. The hotel has 
to lose all this, while if he had ordered 
on the European plan he would only 
take what he rea’ly wanted and pay for 
It accordingly. For 75 cents he can 
get three times a? much as he wants in 
the American dining room and leov** 
half of It untasted, though it is a loss 
to the hotel. When he goes into the 
cafe he only orders what he can eat 
and while It may not cost any more 
than the service in the muln dining 
room, the hotel saves money by It. 

“The American public is generally 
learning to appreciate the worth of a 
European service. We see it here 
every day by the European list's grow- 
Ing. and I predict that the day Is not 
far distant when nothing but n Euro¬ 
pean service can be procured In a first- 
class hotel ln a city of any size.” 

Mr. D. B. Mulligan, associate Mana¬ 
ger of the Louisville Hotel, w'as also of 
the opinion that Amertcan-plan hotels 
in large cities would soon be things of 
the past. He agreed that there was 
more money in the European service, 
and he thought that all would welcome 
the change, come when It may. A look 
nt the register of the Louisville last 
night Is convincing that a majority of 
Eastern people prefer the European 
service, while Southerners. Westerners 
and Kentuckians remain true to the 
American plan. However, the change 
in favor of the European plan is gradu¬ 
ally taking place. 


TELLS PRESIDENT FAITHFUL 
SHOULD HAVE OFFICES. 


Alabama Republican Leader Does Not 
Approve of Mr. Roosevelt's 
Course. 


Washington, Oct. 13.—[Special.]—Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Vaughan, of Birming¬ 
ham. the Alabama Republican leader 
under the last Administration, has been 
ln Washington for several days becom¬ 
ing acquainted with changed conditions 
at the White House. 

Mr. Vaughan was more frank with 
the President than a number of his 
Southern Republican friends, who when 
ex-Gov. Jones was appointed immedi¬ 
ately telegraphed their approval of the 
President's course. 

Mr. Vaughan told the Executive that 
he thought the offices in the South 
ought to go to Republicans under a 
Republican Administration and to 
Democrats under a Democratic Ad¬ 
ministration. 

The Alabama Republicans are very 
much upset over the possibility that 
they are not to be recognized at the 
White House. 

To make matters worse they are di¬ 
vided In factions and the President 
would have difficulty In seleftlng a 
man from one faction without vigor¬ 
ous protests from the other.

INSURANCE RATES RAISED. 


BULLETIN CLAIMS LUMBAGO. 


Chicago, Oct. 13.—A London cable lo 
the Chronicle says; AUrmlng reports 
respecting King Edward's physical con¬ 
dition continue to circulate in court 
circles, where there are means of ob¬ 
taining accurate knowledge. 

That these report* nave some sub¬ 
stantial foundation Is evidenced by tho 
prohibitive rates now demanded by In¬ 
surance companies on the King's life 
and the heavy advance premiums 
against loss In connection with outlays 
loP the coronation. 

The Norwich Union Insurance Com¬ 
pany. of which Lord Rothschild Is the 
chairman, was the first to advance the 
rates. The other companies quickly 
followed suit, for It Is known how close 
the Rothschild family stands to royalty 
and how exhaustive are Its sources of 
Information. 

Tho Chronicle London bureau has had 
inquiries mude at Hallater, the nearest 
village to Balmoral, where the King is 
staying, and learns that something like 
a panic prevailed at Balmoral'That 
week because of the King's condition. 
Not only was the late Queen's physi¬ 
cian. Sir James Reid, summoned hur¬ 
riedly from hi* holiday ln Perthshire, 
but two local doctors were called to 
consult with Sir Frauds Laklng, who 
was in attendance.

Bulletin Is a Blind. 

The bulletin announcing that he was 
troubled with lumbago Is regarded as 
a mere blind.* That it was absurd was 
show'n three days later when the King 
went shooting in the w’oods, the very 
last place a rheumatic patient would 
be permitted to go. 

Even the shooting expedition was a 
feint, as It simply consisted In his driv¬ 
ing to a lodge In the woods, where he 
lunched and returned early In the after¬ 
noon. The King was closely muffled up 
on this expedition. 

He has aged greatly, presenting now 
an extraordinary contrast to th»* Quo*mi 
whose preservation Is so complete that 
she might pass for his daughter.

Throat Specialist Is Called. 

Sir Felix Semon, the throat specialist 
who w T as summoned to Copenhagen 
when the Xing was there. as 
was exclusively cabled to the Chron¬ 
icle at the time, has been at Bal¬ 
moral too.

TO RECEIVE RED HAT 

IN FEBRUARY. 


Next Consistory of the Catholic 
Church On the Pope’s Pontifical 
Anniversary. 


Washington. Oct. 13.—In well-in form- 
ed Catholic circles here It Is believed 
that the next consistory of the Cnthollc 
Church at Rome will be held In Feb¬ 
ruary, when Pope Leo XIII. attains the 
twenty-fifth year of his pontificate.

THE MEETING AT ASHEVILLE. 


Prominent Louisville Officials To At¬ 
tend the Gathering and Join 
In Discussion. 


PLANS OF ILLINOIS CENTRAL. 


The forty-sixth annual meeting of the 
American Association of General Pas¬ 
senger and Ticket Agents will begin a4 
Asheville, N. C.. to-morrow and con¬ 
tinue three days. It promises to be the 
most largely attended meeting the as¬ 
sociation has had in a number of years. 
Among the local railroad men who will 
be present are Mr. Charles L. Stone, 
general passenger agent of the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville; R. M. Allen, dis¬ 
trict passenger agent of the Southern 
railway; R. S. Brown, district passenger 
agent of the Baltimore and Ohio South¬ 
western; L. J. Irwin, general passenger 
agent of the Louisville, Henderson and 
6t. Louis; S. J. Gates, general agent of 
the passenger department of the Big 
Four, and R. E. Parsons, district pas- 
eenger agent of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio. 

Special Pullman trains will be run 
from New York by the Pennsylvania; 
from Washington, by the Southern rail¬ 
way, and from Cincinnati, by the Cin¬ 
cinnati. New Orleans and Texas Pa¬ 
cific. Through Pullman sleepers will be 
run from Louisville by the Southern 
railway, connecting at Lexington with 
the Queen and Crescent, thence to Har. 
rlrnan Junction and to Asheville, The 
SMonon will handle the Chicago contln 
gent by special train, which will pass 
through here to-night. Special trains 
will also be run from Memphis and 
New Orleans to accommodate th< rail¬ 
way officials of the South who will at¬ 
tend the meeting. 

The meeting will be a noteworthy one 
from many standpoints. Among the 
many Important subjects that will be 
discussed will be “Anti-scalplng Legis¬ 
lation.*' the "Use of Safety Paper" and 
the "Formation of a Protective Bu¬ 
reau.’* Mr. George H. Daniels, general 
passenger agent of the New York Cen¬ 
tral. is chairman of the standing com¬ 
mittee on anti-scalping legislation. He 
will have a report to make which will 
doubtless be extremely interesting. In 
view of the recent decisions on ticket 
scalping by some of the Eastern courts 
The action of the New York and Illinois 
courts in pronouncing unconstitutional 
antl-scalping laws passed In those 
States has discouraged the railroads, 
but the sharp fight made against the 
practice Mr. Daniels places him In a 
position to discuss the question from a 
standpoint that will Interest all railroad 
men. 

The question of using a special safety 
paper for the printing of railroad tick¬ 
ets has been discussed at these meetings 
for years. At last year’s meeting the 
time for placing thiB paper In use was 
extended until 1902. It Is thought that 
some date will be decided upon at this 
meeting when the paper shall be adopt¬ 
ed. Mr. O. W. Buggies, of the Mich¬ 
igan Central. Is chairman of this com¬ 
mittee. and will make a report, as will 
Mr. A. J. Smith, of the I^ike Shore and 
Michigan Southern, who Is secretary of 
the committee. 

The question of forming a bureau to 
protect railroads against forgery and 
fraud on the part of ticket scalpers Is 
in the hands of a special committee 
composed of the chairmen of the various 
traffic associations, and a report will 
be submitted which will deal with tlio 
subject at some length. 

Reports will be read from the Gen¬ 
eral Baggage Agents' Association on 
the discontinuance of brass checks for 
local and foreign baggage, and the 
transportation of excess baggage will 
come up for consideration. Other im¬ 
portant matters will be discussed. 

The meeting will be called to order at 
the Battery Park Hotel at 3 o’clock to¬ 
morrow afternoon. The address of wel¬ 
come will be delivered by the Mayor of 
Asheville, and Mr. H. C. Townsend, 
general passenger agent of the Mis¬ 
souri Pacific and president of the as. 
eoclatlon. will respond. Mr. J. Francis, 
general passenger agent of the Bur¬ 
lington and Missouri River, was se¬ 
lected at the last meeting as orator for 
this year. Addresses will be delivered 
by other prominent railroad men. 

The Southern railway will be the host 
on the occasion, and It has arranged 
an elaborate programme of entertain¬ 
ments. To-morrow evening a family 
aupper will be served for the entire 
convention, and later In the evening a 
concert will be given in the ball room 
of the hotel. Wednesday morning the 
members of the association will be tak¬ 
en for a drive over the Biltmore farm, 
the handsome estate of George W. Van¬ 
derbilt. That evening there will be a 
banquet, followed by a dance at the 
hotel. Thursday the delegates will go 
by special train to Brevard, where 
luncheon will be served. That night 
supper will be served at the Battery 
Park Hotel, and at V. o’clock the spe¬ 
cial trains will leave for home.

Illinois Central Improvements. 

The stockholders of the Illinois Cen¬ 
tral will meet In Chicago Wednesday 
to vote on th-e proposition to increase 
the capital stock from $66.000,000 to $79.-

Police Force At Banana Disarmed and 
the Members Arrested As 
Traitors. 


Remarkable Industrial Record of the 
Illinois Central For Year Ending 
June 30, 1901. 

Chicago, Oct. 13.—The Record-Herald 
gays: 

A total of 363 new industries, repre¬ 
senting a capitalization of about $1*V 
000.000, have been established along the 
lines of the Illinois Central and Its al¬ 
lied property, the Yazoo and Mississippi 
Valley road, during the year ending 
June 30, 1901. Industrially the year was 
the most prosperous experienced In the 
fifty years of the railroad's existence. 

Facts regarding the Industrial pho»e 
of the company's work are given In a 
report which was prepared by Indus¬ 
trial Commissioner Powers. Through

Major Braganza, the Insurgent officer 
who ordered the **xocutlon of 103 Span¬ 
ish prisoners and personally superin¬ 
tended the carrying out of the order, 
has been sentenced to be hanged. 

There Is intense feeling among the 
natives in Sun Fernando. Province of 
Pampanga. over the killing of a native 
by a soldier. Strong patrols are out In 
both San Fernando and Bacolor to pre¬ 
vent hostile demonstration. 

There Is considerable criticism here 
of the recent statements of Congress¬ 
man Edgar Weeks. of Michigan, re¬ 
garding Filipino character and possi¬ 
bilities. Members of the commission 
refer to his remarks as "too sweeping" 
and as “based upon too short an exper¬ 
ience." 

The native press unstlntlngly con¬ 
demns the conclusions of Mr. Weeks as 
“unjust and viciously false."

Scottsville, K>\, Oct. 13— (Special.]— 
Messrs. T. and T. J. Carpenter, as 
agents for an old and substantial com 
pany In Indiana, have filed application 
for a gas franchise here.

EVERAL Main street business 
men who had been graduated 
from _ the Boys’ _High_ School 
were talking over their school- 
day experiences the other day. Judg¬ 
ing from the recklessness and dare- 
deviltry which they now confess them¬ 
selves as having been guilty of, many 
of the fathers of boys now at the High 
School could give their sons leading 
pointers on how to make things warm 
for the teacher. 

"When we went to school," said one, 
"the switch and the strap held sway. 
Moral suasion and things of that kind 
had not been heard of then. Nearly 
every good teacher at the Hlght School 
kept a long heavy strap handy and 
some of them were not particular 
whether they held the buckle end in 
their hand or swung It against the of¬ 
fender. Those who didn’t have a strap 
never failed to keep something else, 
which would be equally effective for 
rapping or smashing in a close-quarter 
contest. Boys who didn’t study and 
keep up with their classes were never 
dropped back to the class below until 
the teacher had exhausted his driving 
power. In those days high school and 
ward school boys all looked alike if 
they didn’t behave. A high school boy 
was never out of danger of getting a 
thrashing until he had been graduated 
or had quit school—of course, that Is, if 
he did anything to merit it, though I 
don’t remember more than one or two 
cases where seniors were whipped.'

"Two or three days afterward a couple 
of boys were talking In the line in the 
hallway Just after school had convened.

At this the whole school 
stopped and turned to look- Williams 
and his clique realized that the test be¬ 
tween them and the new principal had 
come. 

“The boy who had been struck turned 
like a flash on the principal and assumed 
a fighting attitude. Just as Williams 
yelled out: ‘Stand up to him. Johnny; 
I won’t let him hurt you.’ It all hap¬ 
pened too quick for words to tell of it, 
Capt. McDonald made one sisp toward 
the boy who faced him—he was nearly 
as large as the principal himself—and 
knocked him down. Several others of 
Williams’ clique had raised an angry 
cry. hut w r hon they saw* one of their 
number go down none of them rushed 
In except Williams himself. And he 
wouldn't have had to move a step to 
get all the fight he cured for Capt. Me.

Washington. Oct 13.—The Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, announces that 
the three most important estimates of 
the world’s wheat crop of 1001 bo far 
made agree that the crop is larger than 
that of either of the two preceding 
years. The estimates follow: 

'Hungarian Ministry of Agriculture, 
2.671.360.000 bushels of sixty pounds; 
Peerbohm's corn list of London, 2.711,- 
600,000 bushels of sixty pounds and Bul¬ 
letin Des Halles of Paris, 2.790,310,000 
Winchester bushels. Our departments 
withholds Its opinion as to the degree 
In which the world’s crop has been ap¬ 
proximated in any of these estimates 
until a considerably larger number of 
official returns is available. 

The official Hungarian estimate says 
the crop exceeds last year’s by 209,881,- 
000 bushels of sixty pounds, or by 212,- 
430.000 Winchester bushels. According 
to Beerbohm the excess over last year’s 
crop Is 200,200,000 bushels of sixty 
pounds, and according to the Bulletin 
Des Halles, the excess Is 136,777,000 Win¬ 
chester bushels. The principal Increase 
is credited to the United States. Cana¬ 
da and India, though various other 
countries are credited with larger crops 
than they had In 1900. 

Official reports from the Russian 
Ministry of Finance received at the 
Agricultural Department state not for 
a long time have meteorological condl 
tlons in Russia been so unfavorable to 
the cereal crops as during the season 
concluding with the harvest of 1901 

These udvlces estimate the following 
yield for 1901: 

Wheat 391.221.000 bushels, of sixty 
pounds, against an average of 415.796. 
00O bushels for the years 1895-99. and 
of the final official figures of 422,993,000 
bushels for the total wheat crop In 1900. 
The rye estimate Is 709.357.000 bushels 
of fifty-six pounds and oats 756,110,000 
bushels of thirty-two pounds, against 
920,132,000 bushels and 853,695,000 bush¬ 
els respectively for 1900.

school several years before the war and 
1 remember a case where a senior got a 
good deal worse than a licking. It 
was when the late Capt. William N. 

McDonald, who was afterwards at the 
head of old Rtigby School on Fifth 
street, first came to this city. He had 
not been very long a graduate of the 
University of Virginia when the Louis¬ 
ville School Board offered him the prin- 
cipalshlp of the Boys’ High School and 
he accepted. 

“From my best recollection the school 
was dominated at that time by a clique 
of boys who were simply terrors. 

“At the head of the clique was a big 
red-headed fellow, named Williams. 

(I’ll tell his name for he was afterward 
killed In the war and proved to be a 
splendid, gallant soldier.) He was the 
ideal bully at that time and the boy In 
school who didn’t do his bidding never 
failed to rue It, If there was a teacher 
against whom he held an es|**clal 
grudge, it would never go unavenged. 

Williams was simply a tyrant and he 
practiced his tyranny apparently with¬ 
out fear of anyone checking hhn. 

"Upon Capt. McDonald's first appear¬ 
ance at school the whole clique, with 
Williams at its head, voted to make It 
exceedingly warm for him from the 
start. Capt. McDonald had a rather 
youthful appearance, and on this ac¬ 
count, maybe, more than any other, the 
boys reached this determination. 

“I was standing near Williams In the 
playground when he first paw Capt. 

McDonald. He turned around to some 
of the other boys and said In a low 
tone: 'We’ll Just run him out of here, 
that's all ’ 

“At the first opportunity, which to the 
best of my recollection was the next 
day, Williams and some of the other 
boys became Insulting to the new prin¬ 
cipal. Capt. McDonald didn't do very 
much about it. Maybe he shook one

Our South American Trade. 

A late report from the Burenu of Sta¬ 
tistics calls renewed attention to the 
unsatisfactory state of our trade with 
South America. Thus we furnish Can¬ 
ada with 62 per cent of her total im¬ 
ports. Mexico 40 per cent. Central 
America 35 per cent, but to the coun¬ 
tries of South America fronting on the 
Caribbean Sea. Importing $36,000,000 
worth of goods annually, only 25 per 
cent. But this pnrt of South America 
Is relatively our best customer there, 
for the countries fronting on the At- 
lontlc, with annual Imports of $27,OuO,- 
000 , give us but 10 per cent of their pur¬ 
chases. The same proportion obtalrs 
with the countries fronting on the Pa¬ 
cific, with $60,000,000 worth of annual 
Imports. 

There are reasons for this, of course. 
The first assigned by the Bureau of 
Statistics Is that the markets of South 
America are practically ns near to 
Europe as they are to the United 
States. We are so much accustomed to 
thinking of South America as directly 
south of us that we need to be remind¬ 
ed that Its easternmost point Is 2 .G 00 
miles farther east than New York, so 
that It Is nearer to the seaports of 
Southern Europe tbnn to New’ York 
The distance, however, to (he great 
seaports of England and Germany Is 
a little less than to New York, but tho 
difference Is not material. Other 
reasons are the familiar ones of the 
lack of banking facilities, the neglect 
of American merchants to study the 
trade methods and requirements of the 
South American States and to solicit 
business there in the languages of the 
countries. Finally and chiefly, how*- 
ever, the need of more lines of Ameri¬ 
can steamships to South American 
ports Is emphasized. So mu* h stress is 
put upon this that It Is said that with 
more ships the other difficulties might 
be overcome. 

The value of direct lines of transpor¬ 
tation need not be disputed, but it is 
easy to exaggerate their Importance. 
The tendency to exaggerate Is greatly 
strengthened by the clamor for subsi¬ 
dies. Transportation facilities do not 
create trade, though within certain lim¬ 
its, they may divert It from one country 
to another. There are plenty of steam¬ 
ships that ar<* willing to go wherever 
cargoes are to be had. The business of 
transportation Is. In fact, overdone. 
One of the stock arguments for subsi¬ 
dies Is that tramp steamers are so 
numerous that they will carry freight 
at prices rutuous to regular lines. A 
tramp steamer is one that will go any¬ 
where that a cargo may be had for 
transportation to any port whatever. 
The deficiency Is not In ships but in 
cargoes. Whenever there is business 
sufficient to Justify the establishment 
of regular lines there Is abundance of 
capital eager to seek employment. The 
reason there are not more lines is be¬ 
cause the trade Is net sufficient to sup¬ 
port them. It is a losing business to 
run steamships with Inadequate car¬ 
goes. so that transportation must wn*lt 
upon trade. When the trade Is obtain¬ 
ed the transportation facilities will 
not be wanting. 


“Something Just As Good." 
Judge Morris, of the United States 
District Court for Maryland, has de¬ 
cided that the extra tariff imposed on 
sugar from Russia is In accord with 
law. The statute permits the Imposi¬ 
tion of an additional duty on sugar 
from countries paying an export boun¬ 
ty. Russia pays 110 export bounty oil 
sugar, but the court holds that the In¬ 
ducements held out to exporters are 
Just as good as 8 bounty. 

With reference to this decision it may¬ 
be said that It is not final until ap¬ 
proved by the Supreme Court. The 
tariff law mentions export bounties, 
but Bays nothing of something just as 
good. One of our 4 ’ourts assumes to 
Interpret a law of Russia and to read 
into It a meaning which the Russian 
Government distinctly repudiates. It 
also reads Into a United States statute 
words which it does nut contain. All 
this is done to prevent the consumers 
of the United Slates from getting their 
sugar a trifle cheaper, though It by no 
m**ann appears that then? Is any prob¬ 
ability that this would happen. 

Russia Is* not one of the countries 
from which we obtain sugar in com¬ 
mercial quantities. The European 
countries which are specifically named 
In our Treasury reports ns sources of 
sugar Imports are the United King¬ 
dom. France, Germany, Austria-Hun¬ 
gary, Belgium and the Netherlands. 
All the rest of Europe s^nt us in the 
last fiscal year only SW.OOO worth of 
raw sugar and $665,000 worth of refined, 
out of Imports of the value of $90,600,- 
000. not counting Hawaii. This elimi¬ 
nates Russia for all pr&etlral purposes 
The whole of Europe outside the coun¬ 
tries named furnishes less than 1 per 
cent, of our sugar imports, and thin 
small quantity cannot Influence the 
price. We Import about four billion 
pounds of sugar per annum. t»f this 
Hawaii furnished in 1900 more than 
600,000.000 pounds, or about 12 *,^ per 
cent., yet the free sugar from Hawaii 
under the reciprocity treaty did not 
make sugar cheaper to consumers in 
this country. It is, therefore, appar¬ 
ent that the controversy with Russia 
was provoked for no practical purpose, 
speaking from the standpoint of pro¬ 
tection. 

On the other hand, this doctrine of 

"something Just as good“ supplies a 


weapon to the enemies of American 
trade In foreign countries. They can 
play nt that game as >vell as we can. 
They are aR-'ady coming forward with 
assertions that our protective tariff to 
head off foreign competition and our 
trusts to reduce domestic competition 
nr** equivalent to export bounties. They 
assert that the tariff and the trusts 
enable the American producers to ex¬ 
act «jo great profits from American 
consumers that they' can afford to sell 
their yirpius abroad at a very small 
profit, or even at no profit at all. It 
has been demonstrated that many com- 
modifies are Bold abroad for much less 
than the prices which they command 
at home. For example It was recently 
asserted by* one of the steel magnates 
that American steel billets can be laid 
down In London at $16.50 per ton. while 
in the United States they command 
$26.50 to $27. Thus If we are to resort 
to the argument of "something Just as 
good" we can easily show that the 
United States are paying the equiva¬ 
lent of more than $10 a ton export 
bounty on steel, though the laws pro¬ 
vide for no bounty at all. 

In the case of Russia, this mischiev¬ 
ous policy Is put Into operation with¬ 
out necessity even from a strictly pro¬ 
tective standpoint. No industry of the 
United States Is endangered by Rus¬ 
sian competition, our annual Imports 
from that country* footing up about 
seven millions In all. against eight mil¬ 
lion dollars 4 worth of exports to Rus¬ 
sia. Thtis, upon the Idea that an ex¬ 
cess of exports Is an advantage, we 
have the better of Russia In trade at 
present and might well afford to waive 
technicalities so attenuated as the doc¬ 
trine of virtual export bounties when 
no actual bounties are authorized. The 
courts will 8 €*tlle the technical ques¬ 
tion, but the law itself Is subject ro 
the control of Congress, and can be 
modified In particulars that are found 
Injurious to American trade. 


The New Atchison Dividend. 

The action of the directors of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe rail¬ 
road in putting the $ 102 , 000,000 of com¬ 
mon stock on a 4 per cent, ppr annum 
basis last week was an occurrence of 
much significance in finnnclat circles, 
and is having a world-wide effect. The 
first dividend of 14 per cent was de¬ 
clared on the common stock last April, 
and, Indeed, though reorganized In 1895, 
no dividend (vas made on the preferred 
stock until January 26, 1899, when 1 per 
cent, wa* paid. The distribution was 
successively advanced at the semi-an¬ 
nual periods until August. 1900, wh^n 
the payment of 2 V 9 per cent, established 
the full 5 per cent, per annum basis 
which the shares were entitled. 

Under these circumstances, and In 
view of the fact that the system Is such 
a large one. owning 7,797 miles of track, 
and with a capitalization of $114,000,000 
of preferred stock. In addition to the 
$ 102 , 000,000 common, It is no wonder that 
the matter has attracted wide attention. 
It is the more notable because it has 
been done at a time when the failure 
of the corn crop and the assassination 
of President McKinley have led to a de¬ 
cline of some twenty points in the Wall 
street market quotations of railroad 
shares and the free expression of opin¬ 
ions on every hand that the period of 
pn fpsrlty In the United States has corns 
to the turning point for the decline. 

Ths Atchison is a gr^at corn-carrier, 
and ordinarily its traffic should be seri¬ 
ously affected by the falling off In the 
yield, hence ths taking on of this addi¬ 
tional burden In charges does not at 
first have a conservative look. It can 
be said, however, that tbs dividend Just 
declared has been earned, for it is to 
be paid out of the receipts of ths last 
fiscal year, which are already known 
and In hand. Moreover, after paying 
the full 3^ per cent, that has been de¬ 
clared this ysat on th*- common and 
the 6 per cent, on the preferred sharea 
there will remain a surplus balance of 
$3,195,8.37 on ths operations of the twelve 
months, above aJi flx»-d charge*. This is 
almost equal to the full dividend of 
$3,570,04)0 on the common shares, bo the 
payment can l>e mude and still th* ro.id 
left in easy circumstances. 

A more Important question Is as to 
the future. Whether tits earnings will 
b*» sufficient to maintain thest* divi¬ 
dends is the real point to be considered. 
It should be remembered that the man¬ 
agement of the railroad Is possessed of 
"inside Information,” as It is calbd, and 
hence is in the be<t position to Judge 
On fh!« point President Ripley, in his 
annual report, was outspoken, lie ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that "the Increased 
tonnag** In other tint* of business and 
other territory" - *would compensate for 
the lofis of business in Kansas and Okla¬ 
homa Oth'-r officers of the road. Vice 
President Morton among them, are even 
more confident. A Boston director is 
quoted os saying: 

"The outlook throughout that part of 
tha Wwt which is traversed by our lines 
\r bright. Farmer* ar»* prosperous, ami 
the only difficulty that we are experienc¬ 
ing Is from the shortag** of cars. Th- 
winter wheat crop wu« never *0 large as 
I this year, nnd there lw every indication 
{ thut we shall haul over 100.04)0.1)00 bushels 
of wheat raor** than last yeur. It Is true 
I flint we ure now paying dividends of 
| n* arly $1 •».“• 0,01 H) annually, but even at 
l this rate 1* predict that Atchison com¬ 
mon will show earnings of between 8 
and 10 per cent, during the next fiscal 
j year/* 

\ The ac;*'jn of the directors lu declai- 
1 Uig the dividend was unanimous, 
so It Is clear that they an- 

tleipase no miiterlil falling off 
In riv^niiM for the pre**-nt fiscal year 
nor the years to come, Another fact to 
be considered Is that tor July and Au¬ 
gust. which c*<me In this fiscal y**ai. 
there were very large Increases In ^a^n- 
Ings. amounting to $1,753,682 In the gros^ 
and $1,212,721 in the net over fhe »•*- 
turns for the same months m 1900. It 
eliould alao be retailed that when the 
Atehieon first began dividends, and 
when it paid the full dividend on th* 
preferred shares, the same charges of 
lack of conaervaiism were made. It wa* 


the tame when the Union and the 
Northern Pacific began to distribute 
their profits, and §o also with the. ether 
reorganized railroads. 

The lesson of th# Atchison dividend 
is that railroad financiers are not 
alarmed as to the financial outloofc. 
They may be right and they may be 
wrong, but they have clearly put them¬ 
selves on record. This Is true of too 
many railroads and too well-known 
ones for an enumeration to be neces¬ 
sary—It Is the general policy. 

The Twentieth Century World Powers. 

Sir Robert Giffin, in an address the 
other day to the Economic Science and 
Statistics Section of the British Asso¬ 
ciation. discussed the statistics of pop¬ 
ulation In a way that has evoked con¬ 
siderable Interested comment. 

The basis of ills remarks was the 
great increase in population of Euro¬ 
peans and peoples of European origin 
during the Nineteenth century. At Us 
beginning this population, exclusive of 
South and Central American countries, 
was about 170.000,000; at its close it was 
about fd0.000.000. Of this aggregate the 
growth of the United States was from 
a little more than 5,000,000 to nearly 80,- 
000.000, and of the English population 
of the British Empire from about 15,- 
000,000 to 55,000,000. Germany's growth 
was from 20.000.000 to 55,000.000. and 
Russia's from 40.000,000 to 135,000.000— 
partly due to annexation—while France 
increased from 25,000,000 to only 40,000,- 
000 . 

The necessary effect of this. Sir Rob¬ 
ert, argues. Is to "assure the prepon¬ 
derance of European peoples among 
the races of the world—to put aside 
completely, for Instance, the night¬ 
mares of yellow or black perils arising 
from the supposed overwhelming mass 
of yellow or black races, these races 
by comparison being stationary, or 
nearly so. Equally It follows that the 
relative position of the British Empire, 
the United States, Russia and Ger¬ 
many. has become such as to make 
them exclusively the great world Pow¬ 
ers. although France, for economic rea¬ 
sons, notwithstanding the statlonarl- 
ness of Its population, may still be 
classed among them. When one thinks 
what International politics were only 
a hundred years ago—how supreme 
France then appeared; how Important 
were Austria, Italy, Spain and ev**n 
countries like Holland, Denmark and 
Sweden—we may surely recognize that 
with a comparatively new United 
States on the stage, and with Powers 
like Russia and Germany come to the 
front, the world is all changed politi¬ 
cally as well as economically, and that 
new passions and new rivalries have 
to be considered. 

This growth is continuing, and in the 
next generation It seems certain that 
the United States will be a larger In¬ 
ternational factor than It is now. 
The foreign notions with which the 
British Empire is likely to be concerned 
are Russia, Germany and the United 
States, while other nations must more 
and more recede in importance, though 
France, because of its relations with 
Russia, occupies a special place. 

Emphasizing the increasing depend¬ 
ence of Europe upon Imported supplies 
of food and raw material. Sir Robert 
adds: 

"We are accustomed, and rightly so, I 
think, to consider naval preponderance 
indispensable to the safety of the Empire, 
and especially indispensable to th** safety 
of the country from blockade and from the 
interruption of its commerce, which would 
be our ruin. But our position in tht* re¬ 
aped 1 j* apparently not quite exceptional. 
I^*s or more our continental neighbors, 
and especially Germany, are in the same 
boat. In the event of wur, If they could 
not make up the loss by traffic over the:r 
land frontier*. th**> would be Just as liable 
to suffer from blockade and Interrupted 
commerce a* we ur»\ It is con elvable, 
moreover, that In certain wurs some of 
the countries might not be able to make 
up by traffic ovei* their land frontiers lor 
blockade or interruption of commerce by 
sea. 1 should apprehend, for Instance, that 
Germany, If It were victorious by sea in 
a war with France, would insist upon 
Belgium and Holland, on one side, and 
Italy and Spain on the other side, not 
• applying by land to France what had b ; «-n 
out off by sea. One or more of thes** * oun- 
trlea might be allies of Germany from 
the first. 

"Contrariwise France and Russia, If at 
war with Germany and the Triple Alli¬ 
ance, might practically peal up Germany 
If they were successful at ?ea. Insisting 
that the Scandinavian countries and Hol¬ 
land should not make up to Germnny by 
land what ha 1 been cut off by a*a. tler- 
tmitiy In this View, apart from any possi¬ 
bility of rupture with this country, has a 
case for a powerful fleet. It is not quite 
ao much liable to u blockade as we ate. 
but Hi ere is a liability of the same kind. 
The question of naval preponderance 
among rival Powers may then become 
rather a serious one. If preponderance 
1 # to be nearly as essential to Germany 
a* it Is to this country, who 1 * to pre¬ 
ponderate? What our practical action 
ought to be In the premiers Is a quest'on 
that might easily lead u* toe far on occa¬ 
sion like this, but th** facts should be 
ever pres* nt to the minds of our public 
men. We may be quite certain that they 
are quite well known and understood lu 
the conn.lie of the Russian, German, 
French and other continent ul Govern¬ 
ment.*/* 

This address s»e»*ms to have made a 
deep Impression In England. The Lon¬ 
don Tlm«-s, fur Instance, conculdea a 
long review of It thus: 

“All this should make no Erg.'lshmnn 
afraid who has »-qual confidt nee in hit own 
race, in its Intellectual, moral and econ¬ 
omic equipment for the future. But it 
should make us reflect, and It should make 
out public men beware. The political 
forces of the future lie, for tho«* who 
know how to look for them. In the econ¬ 
omic fact* of the present and tho past. 
8 lr Robert Glffen has shown us how and 
where to look for rhem. It will be *our 
own fault, and our Very great fault, and 
not tha judgment or Heaven/ if, by Ig¬ 
noring them now*, we allow them to over¬ 
whelm us hereafter." 

Clearly the prosent struggle with the 
Boon is not the greatest struggle which 
the British must meet during the cur¬ 
rent century.

HEAVY DEMAND FROM CUBA. 


A Half Million Dollar Lumber Deal 
Which Will Stir Up An 
Old Town. 


CAPITAL FROM THE NORTHWEST

Tallahassee, Fla.. Oct. 13.—[Special.]— 
Capital is flowing Into Middle and West¬ 
ern Florida at an unprecedented rate. 
Since the first of October announcement 
has been made of two of the largest and 
most Important land deals In the history 
of the State. There Is nothing In the 
nature of a boom, but substantial Invest, 
inents looking to Immediate develop¬ 
ment are being made. 

West of the Chattahoochee river, 
mainly in the large counties of Jackson 
and Santa Rosa, an Immense tract of 
land of more than 100.000 acres has 
been purchased by State Senator Porter, 
of Kansas, and hi* associates. On this 
rolling and splendidly watered land cat¬ 
tle raising will be engaged in on a larger 
scale than has heretofore been attempt¬ 
ed east of tne Mississippi river. Men 
who have studied the subject from a 
practical standpoint have long predicted 
that cattle raising was going to be one 
of Florida’s leading Industries, and that 
the time was not far off when this State 
would rival Texas, Kansas and Missouri 
In the production of beef stock. 

• s • 

Cuba a Good Cattle Market. 

The rehabilitation of Cuba after the 
Spanlsh-Amerlcan War attracted re. 
newed and more careful attention to 
Florida’s ranch possibilities. For three 
years past thousands of cattle have been 
shipped to Cuba each month from the 
ports of Tampa. Punta Garda. Punta 
Itussfl, Miami and Pensacola. They 
have brought excellent prices, and the 
Florida shippers have made much 
money. This has encouraged many to 
go Into the business extensively, for the 
Spaniard* had cleaned Cuba out of eat¬ 
able live stock, and the demand from the 
Island for Florida 4'attle and hogs Is 
still very large. 

For a number of years, also. It has 
been the practice of cattle dealers each 
year to carry large numbers of the com¬ 
mon range stock to the prairies of 
Texas, th** Indian Territory and Kansas, 
there to build them up. after which they 
were taken to the grain territory In the 
Dakotas and Wyoming, wiiere they were 
fattened and put In shape for the Chi¬ 
cago and Omaha packing houses. This 
has been dune on a large scale, but it 
has Involved great expense. 

Recently representative* of the great 
Western packing houses—Armour, Sw ft 
and Cudahy—have been making Inves¬ 
tigations and practical tests In Florida, 
and they have Reported to their huusrs 
that, under proper management, scrub 
cattle can be fully prepared for the 
slaughter pen without leaving Florida. 
In order to do this two new step* In 
Florida cattle raising are being taken— 
crossing the common cattle with im¬ 
proved Shorthorn stiYck, particularly the 
Hereford, and Introducing cassava and 
velvet beans as foodstuffs Cassava can 
be grown only In Florida and South 
Georgia, but it has proved a remark¬ 
able fattener, and Is very cheaply 
grown. 

This development of the cattle-raising 
business is arousing great enthusiasm 
all over Florida, and Is atractlng outside 
capital, as Is Instanced by the West 
Florida ranch project Just reported.

Big Timber Deal. 

Just east of the Chattahoochee river, 
In the section of wTlch Tallahassee is 
the commercial center, lies what ex¬ 
perts term the finest cypress timber 
tract In the Gulf States. It skirts the 
coast for about one hundred miles. In 
this tract the largest and most lmj>or- 
tant lumber and lumber deal ever mude 
In Middle Florida was consummated 
this week. Mr. John A. Graham, pres¬ 
ident and principal owner of the Gra¬ 
ham Cypress Company, at St. Marks. 
Fla., has sold the sawmill, logging rail¬ 
road and cypress timber lands belong¬ 
ing to his company to William L. 
Roach nnd associates, of Muscatine, la. 
The exact figures embraced In this deal 
have not been given out, but approxi¬ 
mate $300,000. It Is understood that the 
price paid by the Roach syndicate for 
the sawmill and cypress timber Ik some¬ 
thing over $350,000. The experts who 
have gone over this land estimate that 
the tract bought will cut over 50,000 
feet per acre of mercantile timber, 

Mr. (Irahnm selected and purchased 
these lands more than ten year* ag^ f 
thus early evidencing his falt'h in the ul¬ 
timate value of cypress timber. It is 
understood that the new owners will 
enlarge the present sawmill plant to a 
capacity of 25.000.000 feet of lumber, and 
80,000,000 Khlnglc* per annum Mr. R >acfo 
and hi* associates are among the larg¬ 
est lumber manufacturers and dealers 
In the Northwest, and their investing 
here on such a large scab* means much 
to the industrial progress of this State, 
particularly the middle portion. Mr. J. 
S. Harrison, the representative of Mr. 
Roach, ho* taken charge of the proper¬ 
ties. and expect* to have the entire 
plant In full operation within sixty 
days. 

Although Mr. Graham owns large 
business interests in Chicago and In Sa¬ 
vannah, Ga.. he will remain in Florida 
and develop other land and timber In¬ 
terests which he has not deposed of

A Historic Old Town. 

The old town of St. Marks, where 
these extensive operation* will lx* car¬ 
ried on. Is one of the most historic 
places in the South. Here, In the early 
year* of the Eighteenth century, a 
Spanish fort and mission were estab¬ 
lished, and It became n famous trad¬ 
ing place for Indians. St. Marks I* 
especially celebrated as being the place 
where. In 1818, Gen. Andrew Jacks mi, 
afterward Florida’s first American 
Governor, nnd later President of the 
United States, captured, court-mir- 
tlaled and executed Alexander Arbuth- 
not and Robert C. Ambrlsur, two Brit¬ 
ish subjects charged by Gen. .la o ks<in 
with aiding and inciting the Cre«‘k and 
Be min ole Indiana 10 commit depreda¬ 


tions on American citizens in Georgia 
and Alabama. 

Later, Ft. Marks was a shipping point 
of importance, especially for cotton; but 
after ‘the Civil War th»* place went to 
ruin, and only during the last two or 
three yt*ars has It shown signs of re¬ 
turning life.

PETER ARLUND. 


Out of Many Small Lines Between 
Here and Nashville He Hopes 
To Get One. 


Louisville will have additional rail¬ 
road connection with Nashville, If the 
plans of the Southern Finance and De¬ 
velopment Company of this city dp not 
miscarry. This Is the concern with 
which Mr. Peter Arlund Is connected.

Two un- 
managable mules wet responsible for 
the cold bath which the quintette of 
Schwartzes took. The bath was the 
climax to a wild ride over the cobble¬ 
stones and Crosslins which Utter the 
river bank. 

Schwartz and family came over the 
Kentucky and Indiana bridge yester¬ 
day morning from the farm, about three 
miles from New Albany, to call on 
friend* who lived om the Eighteenth- 
street road. After a pleasant visit they 
started home. The farmer was under 
the Impression that the Portland-ave- 
nue fet rytx>a>t crossed every’ hour, and 
he Intended to complete the day’s pleas¬ 
ure w*lth a boat ride. 

Schwartz and his family were In a 
three-seitod spring wagon. He drove 
a team of young mules. He was Just 
a bit uneasv that they might shy when 
It came to boarding the boat. All went 
well until the farmer reached Thirty- 
third and Water streets. Then a dog 
ran frum a yard and began to bark at 
the mules. They were young end easi¬ 
ly frightened, and before Schwartz 
could draw rein they were running at 
full speed. The little Schwartzes be¬ 
gan to cry. Mr*. Schwartz called for 
help and the noire frightened the mules 
all the more. 

They dashed down the bank, the old 
spring wagon tilling and rocking like 
a ship In a storm. On they went until 
the wuter’s edge was reached. The 
mules apparently did not relish a cold 
plunge and a:tempted to stop. 'Their 
hoofs grated on the rock, but the mo¬ 
mentum which they gained in their 
dash down the bank carried them 
agJlnst their will. 

The whole turnout went In. The mule* 
snorted and plunged.

Greatest Money-making Pacer of the Year 
Has Lost But Two Races. 1 


W HEN Audubon Boy won the 
Wilson Stake* of $2,000 (for 
pacers eligible to the 2:20 
clasB, June 1) at Lexington 
last week he became far and away the 
heaviest money winner of the season of 
1901 among the pacer*, his total now 
amounting to 117,500. 

He has lost but two races this year, 
one of which he would have captured 
without any trouble but for a temporary 
lameness which threw him out of the 
contest after he had won two heats. In 
one of them he paced the final quarter In 
28 % second*, which is the world’s record 
for & last quarter In a race.

AMERICAN JOCKEYS ABROAD. 


Sam Doggett Gets Back From Rustrla and 
England and Talks of the Sport.

T see by the pnpers.” aalil an old 
glass blower In New Albany yester¬ 
day, that the great window glass trust 
Is having conrlderahle difficulty In se¬ 
curing blowers, and that they have 
sent an agent to Belgium to Import 250 
men In order that they may be able 
to put their turnac*>8 In operation by 
November 1, the date on which they 
expected to blow In. 

The Importation of this large num¬ 
ber of foreign workmen will be a good 
thing for tho Window Glass Association 
-the noted L. A. 300-thr most com¬ 
pact, powerful and Influential labor or¬ 
ganisation In the world, from the fact 
that each one of these men will have 
to pay into its coffers $200 before they 
can pick up a blow pipe for the gath- 
eicrs. fiatteners and cutters, all of 
w hont are members, will not work with 
them unless they join the organisation. 

“Under the rules of L. A. 200. work¬ 
men from unother country, or men n 
this country, who have been glass 
Mowers for years, are compelled to pay 
nn initiation fee of $200. The appren¬ 
tices who have learned the trade under 
association men. are taken In on pay¬ 
ment of $25. These apprentices serve 
first as snappers and then gatherers, 
their term of apprenticeship being four 
years. They must belong to the fam¬ 
ily of the blower, either a son or a 
brother, and no outside person Is In¬ 
dentured. making the organization the 
closest corporation of the kind in ex- 
Istfffcce. 

“This unusual scarcity of blowers Is 
caused by the formation of so many 
co-operative companies during the last 
few months. These companies are 
composed of the very pick and choice 
of the workmen and they have been 
established in a score of places. Sev¬ 
eral (R the co-operative companies will 
have as many ;ts 200 men at work, but 
they usually operate ten and twelve- 
put furnaces, working fifty or sixty 
men. All the members of the co-oper¬ 
ative companies are skilled In the va¬ 
rious branches of the manufacture of 
window glass, being blowers, gatherers, 
fiatteners and attars Thai are all 
members of L. A 300 but. under the 
rules of the organisation, they are per¬ 
mitted to start their factories earlier 
In the season and keep the fires going 
to a later date, giving them that mtu-h 
advantage over the men employed by 
the trust.”

K ID McCOY arrived h©Te frbm 
England yesterday, and hi* ap¬ 
pearance gave the few sports 
who heard of it a quiet Jolt, 
says a special from Boston. Along with 
him was Louis Parker, a well known and 
prominent London business man who is 
going to stand close to Kid from now on. 

McCoy looks very pro*l»erou*, and It 
was evident he had been more successful 
backing horses In England than he was 
In this country the past summer. His rea¬ 
son for returning so suddenly is to see th© 
Jeffries-Ruhlln fight. 

“I will post $10,000 to match with th© 
winner,” he said. H© was induced to come 
over on the assurance that the match 
would positively take place. 

Talking about himself McCoy said: 
“While it 1# t little over a year since I 
have been In the ring still there are lots 
of other heavy-weights who have been 
longer without active work. I have not 
been Inactive, however, as 1 have done 
considerable work and training, and I 
have many new and original things to in¬ 
troduce.

THE GREAT ENDURANCE BY RIGHT. 


J AMES A. HART, president of th© 
Chicago National League Club, 
laughs at the talk of the im¬ 
pending dissolution of the old 
league. In speaking of the future of the 
National League, President Hart said: 

“There Is a mistaken impression abroad 
♦hat the National League will terminate 
this fall, and It is a very natural one for 
most people lo make. It Is even mad© 
by those who are most familiar with the 
history of the game. We have heard a 
grfcat deal during the past season about 
the ’termination of the ten-year agree¬ 
ment’ and other such expressions that 
would lead the public to think that the 
National League wilt expire of its own 
free will and accord this fall, unless a 
reorganisation takes place, while. In fact, 
there is no necessity for any action at 
all on. the part of the members of the 
league for them to remain in the same 
condition that they are now and have 
been for tho past ten seasons. 

•Th© present National League was 
formed ten years ago at Indianapolis by 
th© amalgamation of the old National 
league and the American Association. 
The members of th© association, who 
were somewhat in the minority, were 
rather afraid that if they went Into th© 
new organization they would be lost sight 
of, and Insisted on certain clauses being 
placed In th© constitution that would 
make them a certainty in the league for 
ten years, and that is the origin of the 
Impression of the ten-yeur agreement 
Idea. 

“There were twelve clubs in the league 
at first, and there are twelve franchises 
In the league to-day, although we have 
teams only in eight cities. We were hot 
allowed to change tho membership of the 
clubs during th© ten years, but now* we 
can. and that Is practically all the dif¬ 
ference that there ta In the National 
League after thU season. The Idea that 
all the clubs will have to come togeth¬ 
er and make a new agreement for a term 
of years to come Is wrong, and it Is al¬ 
together likely that the same membership 
will continue on Indefinitely.“ 

• • • 

That St. Louis Is to have one of th© 
strongest teams in the American League 
next year Is one of the assured facts. 
While the personnel of the new aggre¬ 
gation has not been officially announced, 
the make-up of the team has leaked out 
from different sources, and the present 
ltne-up Is as follows, although several 
changes may yet be made In th© p.teh- 
lng staff and one change In the outfield 
Anderson, first base; Padden, second 
base; Conroy, shortstop; Wallace, third 
base; Jones, right field; Heldrick, center 
field; Burkett, left field; Donahue and Ma¬ 
loney, catchers. Powell, Re:dy, Garvin, 
Bparks and Hari>er, pitchers. Elliot: may 
be retained on tho pitching staff, pro¬ 
vided Harper does not stick. 

Jimmy McAleer. who is to be the man¬ 
ager of the new team, will hav^ a com¬ 
bination which should land him among 
the leaders, and Griffith will need to 
strengthen his White Stocking team to 
keep the pennant in Chicago.

Th© next meeting of Importance among 
the baseball fruternity will be the gather¬ 
ing of the minor leagues at the Fifth- 
avenue Hotel. Now York. October 24. The j 
gathering will be the largest, as well as 
the most important, meeting of *mull 
clubs since 1885. when eiubs from all over 1 
the country met at New York to form 
the first National Association. The dif¬ 
ference is that the present meeting is 
in the Interest of professional bust-bull, 
something unknown at that time. 

Nearly l.OuO players will be nfteefed by 
the work of the minor leaputs, unci f<*r 
the first time in many years the offi¬ 
cials of the National League will have 
nothing to suy in settling the disputes of 
the small fry.

EVIL OF PRESUMPTUOUS SIN. 


T HE Rev. Dr. J. M. Moffat t. of 
Chester. S. C., preached at the 
Associate Reform Presbyterian 
church yesterday morning, talc* 
Ing ns his text "Keep back thy servant, 
also, from presumptuous sins." 

He said in part: "All sins, mentioned 
; in the Bible are not of the same kind, 

I but every sin deserves God's wrath, al- 
| though some outshade others or are of 
j deeper crimson. Presumptuous sins 
I are of the worst. 

"In olden times, the Rabbis used to 
divide sins Into two classes; first, the 
I class of sins of ignorance; second, the 
class of sins of presumption. An old 
I Bible theologian has divided them into 
three classes: First, sins of ignorance, 
•econd, sins of Infirmity or weakness; 
third, sins of presumption; all of these 
depend upon the mind. Intellect and 
I will. 


pared to three principal characters In 
the Bible; flrst. In the case of Paul, or 
Saul, who persecuted Christ before he 
was converted. His sin was one of 
Ignorance. Second, the case 6f Peter, 
who knew' Christ, but. seeing His suf¬ 
fering and fearing to be in the same 
position, denied Him. This was a sin 
of weakness or Infirmity. Third. In the 
case of David, who, by deception, took 
the life of Uriah that he might have 
the beautiful Bathaheeba as his wife. 
This is a sin of presumption." 

The speaker asked what was meant 
by the sin of presumption and said 
that It meant those sins committed 
against light and knowledge, against 
conscience and those committed Inten¬ 
tionally. He said that a presumptuous 
sin was one always committed with de¬ 
liberation. The sin of Ananias and 
gnpphlra was a presumptuous sin and 
one that was deliberately perfumed. 
Dr. Moffatt declared that the prevent¬ 
ive of all sin, and especially of the sin 
of presumption is prayer.

NEAR COMPLETION. 


SUBURBAN LINE MAY BE RUN¬ 
NING BY NOVEMBER 15. 


One Connection To Be Finished At 
Crescent Hill—Through Road 
To Anchorage. 


When the work of connecting the 
track of the Louisville, Anchorage and 
Pewee Valley electric railway with that 
of the Louisville Street Railway Com¬ 
pany at Crescent Hill is completed the 
long-delayed life of the suburban line 
will begin. 

It is thought that about four weeks 
will be required for this work, and the 
company expects to have its passenger 
and freight cars speeding merrily along 
between Anchorage and Louisville not 
later than November 15. 

The track is now laid between Louis¬ 
ville and Pewee Valley, but that por¬ 
tion of it between Anchorage and Pewee 
Valley Is still unballasted. The ballast¬ 
ing of this section will require about 
six weeks, but the work will not In¬ 
terfere with the operation of the rest 
of the road. 

All the car* have been stored away 
at the cur barns near Bashaw's for the 
past two months. The power-house, 
barns and office are finished. A full 
telephone system has been established, 
and when the connection at Crescent 
Hill is made all will be In readiness 
for the first tap of the motorman's 
gong. 

So many change? in the date of open¬ 
ing have been made that many have 
become skeptical, but there now seems 
no reason which can make possible a 
delay beyond the middle of November.
